FIRE CHIEF DESCRIBES 
TENEMENT HOUSES. 


In his annual report on the 
Hongkong Fire. Brigade for the 
year 1930, the Hon. Mr. E. D.C. 
Wolfe, the Chiof Officer, anys that 
many old houses In the Colony 
still remain veritable death traps 
by reason of atairways conatruct- 
ed of non-fire resisting material. 

The chief points of interest in 
the roport are: 

The cost of the Fire Brigade 
for the year 1950 was $315,431.00 
including  Speefil expenditure 
Amounting: to $99,833.00 on -addl- 
tional equipment an nenainst $232,- 
826 in, 1929, 7 * 

Stations and Equipment. 

The main {tem of gpeclal expen- 
diture was a new Motor Fire Float 
costing $163,100 part of which 
coat remains to be defrayed in 
1931. Tenders were called for 
this flont and construction starts 
ed late in 1980. Delivery in due 
in May 1931. The new float which 
ia a twin wet of 1166 h-p. Gardner 
petrol-kerosine engines with twin 
xets of-Merryweather fire and sul- 
vage pumps, cach pump having a 
delivery of 1.00% yallons per 
Minute at 90 Ibs.- pressure. 
There are six four-inch deliveries 
and three monitors. On comple- 
tion of this float the Brigade will 
then be equipped with three fira 
floats. 

(a) Fires, Lose oof fe and 
Rescue There were fortunate- 
ly no y serivus fires or col- 
lapses.

Bays three in matshed fires, and 
the remaining five were trapped 
in the top of buildings, three in 
Hongkong and two in Kowlvon. 
These building: in each case were 
stored. With inflammable goods 
which quickly involved the stair- 
ense and cut off all nieans of es- 
cape; in the first cane (12 Smith- 
field, Kennedy Town) the three 
persons were fatally | injured) by 
jumping from the building and in 
the second, 196 and 198 Shanghal 
Street, the two persons were burnt 
to death before the arrival of the 
Brignde. In this latter fire three 
persons were resctied by firemen 
from the roof of No, 198, 

Fife Legixlation. 

On 16th October an Amendment 
of the’ Public Health und Build- 
ings Ordinance (No. 1 of 1903) 
Was passed which enacted that the 
main staircases in any building 
of more than two storeys used as 
a public building or tenement 
must be constructed of fire cesist- 
materials and enclosed — by 
walls or partitions constructed of 
fire resisting materials. This 
legislation should do much to 
check the loss of life in tenement 
house fires which have been too 
frequent of late years. The legis- 
lution refers to new premises only.

Suvenile Labour, 


From the ordinary standpoint, it 
must scem strange that Britain, 
with unemployment figures rising. 
remorselessly towards the three 
million mark, is beginning: to get 
worried regarding a searcity of 
youthful workers, . Tt seems very 
probable that within the next two 
or three years, the country will 
have the experience of being: faecd 
with a shortage not of jobs, but of 
workers. The low birth rates of 

years is now showing itself 
in the labour market. It is regard- 
ed as a danger, but as one which 
has been foreseen and can, there- 
fore, be coped with. The London 
Advisory Council for Juvenite Em- 
ployment, which has been cxamin- 
ing the position for report, -ex- 
preasesy the opinion that‘ the vast 
differences between. conditions In 
rural and in industrial areas’ ren- 
ders it ‘necessary to treat the pro- 
blem on a regional rather than on 
np onotional basis. It naturally 
foresees the possibility of older 
workers undertaking a certain pro- 
portion of the jobs which in normal 
circumstances would be left to boys 
just leaving school. There is, how- 
ever, another aspect of the question 
which is not without its consola- 
tions. .A prime social difficulty has 
arisen in the past from the fact that 
thousands of young boys and girls, 
entering upon practical life for the 
first time, get into “blind-alley’™ 
jobs, are usuallys dismissed round 
about. eighteen, and find themselves 
without work and without useful 
experience on entering adult life. 
This has contributed materially to 
the demoralising effects of the un- 
empolyment “dole” system, In the 
event, therefore, of a shortage of 
juvenile Inbour, it is -these blind 


alley jobs which employers will, 


have difficulty in filling. Messen- 
gers, Van boys, newspaper sellers 
and érrand boys, ‘none of which 
have prospects of permanent em- 
ployment, will be ‘scarce. Those 
boys and girls with grit“in ‘their 
make-up will-settlo down to the 
steadier type of jo) and hold on to 
it when they reach maturity. For 
a ppell, at least, the shortage of 
juveniles should bo regarded o3 a 
blessing rather than ag a danger.
